BANQUET 

Major-Genérs1 Lord Dundonald and 
&taff were @ncertained by the mayor 
land corpdration of Edmonton at a 
banquet in the Windsor hotel on 
Saturday evening last. The distin- 
guished services rendered by General 
'Dundonaid im Africa and ‘the fact 
that he had for a time been in com- 
mand of the Strathcona Horse, to 
which force Edmonton ana surround- 
ings contributed many members, gave 
a special and pérsonai interest to his 
| visit, aside fromthe fact that he at 
present holds the important position 
of Major General commanding the 
Canadian militia and regular forces 
'§m connection with which important 
position he is now, on,a tour of inspec- 
tion, and aiso, if the word may be 
permitted, of prospection. Besides 
General Dundonald the party inclad- 
ed Col. Evans, who commanded the 
C. M. R, in South Africa, and is now 
jin command of the western military 
district, with headquarters at Win- 
nipeg, and also Lt.-Col. Denny and 
Captain Newton, ot Ottawa, 

Every inch of avatlapie space in 
the large dining room of the Windsor 
was occupied with tables and guests 
as the party sat down, shortly before 
nine o'clock. Mayor Short presided 
with Major Belcher, C.M.G,, who was 
second in command of the Strath¢ona 
horse, and is in charge of the Mount- 
ed Police post at Ediidnton, in thé 
vice-chair. There was a large at- 
tendahce of ‘Sotth Afri¢an veterans 
The spread was ample, of the high 
standard which has been set by the 
Windsor, and entirely worthy of the 
eccasion. ’ 

The first toast, proposei by the 
chairman, was “The King,” which was 
duly honored.
